Even Iho ^lother-in-Law Is Afraid of 
the Cook. 

Loiuloii, Nov. 3.— 'I'he United King- 
dom's reimtatioii for supiilying good ser- 
vants is dicsajijieariiig. They are as hard 
to get here as in any other i.-ountry in 
the world. The latest instaiiee of tlii,s 
is Mr. George W. Lederer, whose ser- 
v luts at his l-:n;,'liNh house recently 
summoned liim to ajjiiear in the county 
court for a inontli's wages in lieu of no- 
tice. Tliough .Mr. Lederer swore that 
tlie .servants disturbed the household by 
using the foulest language he ever beard, 
aud joined in a conspiracy to disturb his 
domestic peace, he had to pay up. Amuse- 
ment was caused by the cook Haying iu 
court that Mr. Lederer, his wife ami 
mother-in-law were "awful violent peo- 
ple"; whereat Mr. Lederer sorrowfully 
declared that they all livi-d in terror of 
the servants. 

Another curious phase of the same 
jjroblein occurred Friday, when the 'Wait- 
I'l-rt' Union ojijiosed the renewal of tha 
liquor liceii.ses of a number of well known 
rchtanrants, on the ground that unfair 
w.'vg'T- were jiaid. The jiroceediuK 
brought out the tact that at some Te.-;taur- 
aiits, ami these are not generally lecoy- 
ni/.ed asi lirst-elasH, the waiters had to 
jiay lus much tis a dollar a day for the 
privilege of working. Othi'r restiiurant- 
Ueejiers were objected to becau.se they re- 
(juired the waiters to shave oft tlieir 
iniistaches, "wliicli itj a very insultim,' 
thing, to take away our rights, which 
were given UB by nature," as witness 
declared. However, the protests do not 
appear to effect a change in tlie system.

The views of two such well-known men 
as Roberts ami Wolseley on a subject of 
this nature will certainly «et the people 
of the United Kiim'dom tliinkiiig. .\l- 
ready there are signs thai hi the vcr.v 
near future temperance reform will agi- 
tato tho. Mother Countrj' as no other 
(juestion has in a long timo. One might 
almost innigine the t^igns of the times 
to indicate that behind the severe (lefeat^ 
whicli the Libi'ral party have sustained 
there is a hidden and guiding force, <;cym- 
pelling them to seek in moral reform a 
sphere of action. The conscicni^c of 
the British people is being aroused. Tlic 
unpalatable truth is being forced linmo 
that drinking habits are Undermining the 
virility of the Anglo-Saxon race, and 
that grave social evils will follow in their 
train; When this tliought once taker; a 
firm grip upon the British people, they 
will shake off the grip of King .Ucoliol 
as they did that of the tyrant sovereigi 
in past ciMiturieR. We do not wImIi to 
pose ill a i)ro[ihetic role, but venture t<: 
say that the British people are on thi' 
eve of a struggle with the drink habit 
that will end in national reform.

Apparently he has very little sympathy 
with those who believe that perfection 
can be reached at a single bound. He 
seems to think that, while a man may bo 
able to get on the right road by a sin- 
gio effort, he must toil upwards to reach 
the heights of perfection. • • KTbis seems 
good philosophy, and to be wholly in"ac- 
cord with tho revelation of the work of 
the Creator ii/ other fields. Progress is 
stamped upon life in all its manifesta- 
tions, and . no good reason cau be -assign- 
ed for suggesting that the Christian life 
is an exception to tlie general rule. Tho 
contrary idea may .suit lazy people, for 
there are nome very good people who are 
sidritually lazy, but it Will hardly be ac- 
cc[>ted by those who have endeavored to 
gra^p tho true lessons convoyed in the 
Bible. To such, progrtsss is ever a watch- 
word. Tlio straight and narrow path 
"leadoth" to the heights of eternal life. 
If one gets in the path and stands still, 
he may be out of ilunger, but this i.s all 
he can clniin. 

Bishop Cridge's little book will have a 
wide sale. It ought to have a place in 
every household in which the value of 
the Scriptures as a guide to life is ap- 
preciated.

Bodwoll delivered a lengthy address es- 
l)l:inatory of tlu" sclicnii' in all itn ilctnils, 
urd took up, one by one, tlio argunioiits 
advance<l by opponents ot the proposi- 
tion and combattcd them, apparently to 
the .complete satisfaction of the audi- 
ence, as ho was vi;?oroiisly applaudi-il. 
Mr. Frank Tiarnard followed Mr. Hml- 
well, and spoke briefly in opposition to 
the scheme. He was followed by Mi. 
C. II. Ijugrin and Mr. Ladner, who 
favored the by-law. 

His Worshiii Mayor Hayward oecn- 
pied the chair, and with him on the 
platform was a representative gatherinj,' 
of citizens.

It was resolved that 
section 1(1 of the Rules and Reculutlons be- 
reiieaied. aud the following substituted 
therefor: 

INSPECTION PEES, 
id. The fees for luspeelion of apple, pear. 
l)luni. cherry and other fruit trees shall be 
as follows:—

L'uder 100 trees , $2.00

And for every addttionai BOO trees, or 
fraction thereof over <300. SI additional. 

Por other nursery stock the fees shall be 
as follows:— 

$2.50 on $23.00 In value or fraction there- 
of. 

?y.50 on an.v coiislgumeut over $25.00 and 
up to .'S.'iU.uu In value: and 5 per cent, ad- 
dllluiial ou the value over $50.00. 

When nursery stock, trees or plants are 
found to be infected with Insect pests or 
diseases, a charge of 60 per ceat. will be 
added to thd forecolnc rates to pay expenses 
of the quarantine officers for supervisinc 
dlslnfcctluc and subseauet inspections. 

On frnit, viz. apples, pears and aulnces. 
the minimum fee shall be $1.00 for any 
number of boxes up to and all In excess 
of this number shall bo at the rate of three 
cents per box. On fruit packed in barrels 
the fee shall he SI. 00 for any number of 
barrels up to 10. and for any number of 
barrels over 10 the fee shall be at the rate 
of ten cents per barrel. 

It Is furthermore provided that all other i 
viyleties of fruit shall be subject to Insoec- 
tloii, if deemed necessary, on the same 
terms and subject to the same fees as 
those above mentioned.

'I'liiM-e are Uvii more victims down with 
smallpo.\ at William Head. Turner and 
McCormlcU, who orrivcd from Daweou 
by the City ot Seattle, developpil a rnsh 
.ve.sterilay morning, which on exaniinii- 
tioii Dr. Watt fouiKl tci be an indication 
of sinalliKi.\. There are also two or 
three others under sarveillancf, suspect 
ed of licing victims of the disease. Tur- 
ner ^v:iH a ruom-iiiatc of Dusliiuan, the 
liret victim, and neither he nor McCor- 
mick bad liecii vacciiiuted. They coin- 
plaincd of illness several duye ago, and 
for lilt; past three days have been con- 
lined in the hospital isolated from the 
other passenjfcrs. Yesterday morning a 
rash broke out upon their faces, and it 
was soon oviilent tiint they had de- 
veloped the disnase, although tiie cases 
were not alarmingly serious. The orig- 
inal patient, Dushman, is progressing 
favorably tovrards recovery. 

Dr. Watt,, superintendent of the sta 
tion, when asked Inst night as to how tlu 
outbreak of the two new cat<es would 
aftect the stay of the remainder of tlie 
passeiiKcrt; and crew of the steamer nt 
the station, said that as Tiinier iind Mc- 
Corinick bad been watched closely anil 
kept isolated since the lirst stage of their 
indisposition, it might not jifTei't the stay 
of the otlier sttupects. It was not iin- 
likelv tliat they would tie relent^ed on 
Tnesilay. when tlie ttio wiM>ks will have 
elapsed' since their arrival at the station. 
If. lioweviM'. otlier cases were to occuf— 
r)n! lirnt yietim and 'I'urner his vooin- 
mate having roaiiied about the sti'aiii(;r 
and come into conl:u;l with those on it 
rriH.ly— the stay of llie detained ones 
would of course' liavi' to be i>ro!onged. 

'J'he stay of the :{."i(l passeiigeiv and 
rrew of tlic CMty of Seattle at Willi:nn 
Head will cost Dndwell ^i;- Co. at least 
.■joo.OOO— the greater part of which has 
boon expended for groceries, supplies., 
Iirovisions of all kinds and other ncces- 
snries procured in this city. Should the 
stay be pridonged, their expenses will he 
very heavy indeed. An employee of the 
r:icific Const Steamship eorai\any some 
time ago stated that the cost of the 
Walla AVftlln's star in quarantTne 
amounted to nearly ?40,000.

The Paving 



Work on Broad and Yates Streets 
Was Done Under the 
Estimate' 



Approximate Cost to Property 
Owners of Paving Govern- 
ment Street, 



The likelihood '^^.t the work of pav- 
ing GoverD'flftnt str«*t, from James Bay 
''"''^e to Johnson street, will be under 
t.nken next spring has led to inquiries 
being made as to wliat the coat will bo 
to the property owners. The Colonist 
.applied to City Engineer Topp for some 
data on the subject, and that official 
very kindly furnished the desired infor 
Illation. 

Tlie cost of paring Yates and Broad 
streets with wooden blocks was IjS^.tW 
per square yard. Tliat ligurc will, how- 
ever, bo slightly increased by the prop- 
erty owners paying about 5 per cent, on 
the loan. The work was done much 
cheaper than in VNacouver, for in the 
latter city the cheapest pavrng laid cost 
.^'i.T!) per square yard. 

The charge to the property owners on 
Broad Htreet for the iiaving of that 
thoroughfare was approximately ,<;4.,")0 
per foot frontage. The paving of tlie 
liiwe>- section of Yates street cost lesi 
than that niiioniit owing to the street 
being narrower, but this diflerence was 
made up in consecinence ot tlie cost of 
paving the upper section of Yates street 
which is wider. 

Mr. Topp estiinatet! that tlie <'ost to 
the prop(!rty ownetn on Governnient 
street would be .flj.f)!) or per foot 
frontage, as the street measures -K! feet 
between tlie curbs. Then, again, tli 
fact that there are dotible tracks on 
that thoroughfare, which would liav<' 
be lifted and ridaid, would inalu' tlie cost 
iiiK'l'C.r than on Y'ates or Broad stri'ct 
Mr. Topp t-s of the opinipu tljat if tin 
p.'iving of fjovernraeut street is oontei'il 
plated parly next year, new water mains 
should be laid at once, ntJ it would re 
•liiire some tiini> for tht> street to t^etti 
properly and permit of the work of pav 
ing being tuidertaken witli safety. The 
pipes at i;reseur in use on Oovornnient 
street are too sninll for the demand niiid< 
upon thoiii. 

.\nnther iiiggestion which Mr. 'I'oiM 
makes in this connection is that st<'ps 
ought to be taken looking to the removal 
of the telegraph and telephone poles 
from Government street. They are now 
on the street and would have to remain 
there, unless removed to Lnngley street, 
as they could not be moved into the sidi 
walks whicb are already paved. 

In connection with the paving work 
which was don" ilii< yonr. it may be men- 
tioned that, not '•■iih-^l.'indinir the price? 
for material were iivieh bli/Iier than last 
year— on which ligurr - ; rna ted cost

of Gibraltiir, if it is a chiinii, or what is 
it that strikes even the most blase globe- 
trotter with u curious eense of awe upon 
be.'b«l<lioHt for tbi SrSt tints" 

Not that It is the gateway of the Baat- 
eni world to-day, not even that it ie he 
very outward and visible sign of the alti- 
tudo of her might whom so many nt hei 
owB aons- profess to consider effete and 
Yoicelces in the councils of the world, 
:but that it is never -failing reminder of 
that awful day wlma the mighty chain 
of ;nouutuins etrotching from north to 
Kouth through the undivided continent 
was torn asunde ' and through the mon- 
■struous gorge left yawning the Atlantic 
came rushing to form the Mediterranean 
Sea. 

The majesty of those twin mountains, 
whidi Htaud I'rom age to ago gazing 
yphiux-like at ouch other acrosti the busy 
(Jut, will impreas itself upou the most 
cureless — i<}urupe and Africa vis-a-vis, 
so near and yet eo far. 

Then too, the sublime audacity with 
which we iufiulting Islanders have dared 
to bold in our hands the portals of the 
j;rcut sea, and also, in spite of all idle 
chatter to the contrary, to labour inces- 
santly to make this unique po6Scs6iou 
more and more valuable to us, less and 
less eaay for any so-called statesman to 
-suggest its bartering away for auythina 
tliai rould be offered. 

Tills latter idea is fondly dandled in 
certain iiuarters, encouraged even to the 
extent uf inventing lies to bolster it, to 
coddle it into life. 

Not very long ago a telegram went 
round the inipeits gravely informing us 
that the French lleet slipped past the 
Kock unnoticed, and therefore, etc., etc. 
\V n!>u that news came back to Gib. from 
its birthplace men stared at each other 
nd laughed or cursed at tbeir bent was, 
beicaus6 the passage of that &eet 'had 
been diily chronicled dn ^tbe local news- 
paper in the Tisuol way in the next Iswue 
after its ^ssing. 

■Not that anyone is crazy enougli to 
suggest that even this most stupenduons

Don't let me be mistaken in my use of 
tlie adjective ".scowling" These toiling 
thousands crowd wearily along the dusty 
road from Spain, drivca by sheer poverty 
to labor nine hours for three pesetas 
(about Is. lid.). Upon the works pro- 
ccedmg at Gibraltar they depend for their 
daily bread; but that is no reason why 
they should love the British. Would 
you know how deep is that hatred it is 
not suUlcient to watch the long lini^s of 
faces CH>ming in to work during the early 
morning and note the expression common 
to them all, but go about among the 
Spuuisb-speakiug British subjects of th« 
Uock, and suggest to them the possibility 
of its being gracefully handed back to 
Spain. 

One scene that may be witnessed daily 
is intensely interesting— the return uf the 
labourers to thoir hoines in iS!]aiii, ami 
their reception at the frontier. Every 
■individual is subjected to the most care- 
ful personal search for possible smuggled 
goods. Think what that means to those 
■weary thousands tramping live miles to 
Iheir homes after a long day's work in 
this fervent beat. And then when they 
tramp in again next morning refreshed 
by a night's rest, and come to British 
'terriotory, no man taketh any notice of 
them. One would think that this would 
appeal to them, but it only seems to de- 
velop their detestation of the people that 
can afford to be so carchxss, independent, 
and cooly insolent, as they term it. 

It is said, slanderously I liope, that 
these sturdy thousand who are building 
this mlBgnmcent harbor and dry dock for 
lis at Sl}cb.low wages, are mainly re- 
cruited from the criminal classes. I must 
say that I do not believe it. If they are, 
then their looks stand thom in good stead 
■for, except in rather rare instances, they 
are as respectable in appearance as any 
body of workmen in our own island.'-'. :uiil 
tak-'ng the average of them rathi'r better 
dressed. 

With regard to the personnel of the 
garrison at Gibraltar, one cannot but I'eel 
eonsiuerahlo sympathy for them, 7,000 or 
so splendid fellows shut up in this prac- 
tically desert island while so numy stir- 
ring events are toward in other parts ol 
tne world. Strangely enough llieir prin- 
cipal complaint is that they have not 
enough to do. 

r(!rhai)s it would be unwise to give the 
details of a systiMn .by means of which 
<?very square yard of thf surrounding 
sea is mapped out, so that in a mc»nieiit 
the 'fire of thirty or forty heavy guns can 
'be tX)ncentrated upon it, and the tiniest 
object passing tbrough its area bo utterly 
destroyed. Or the way in Avhich every 
craft, however small, coming within 
range of those great telescopes up there 
■among, and oSten above, the clouds is 
immediately scrutinized and cbissided. 
•Sndlcient to say that those of our dear 
friends and neighbors who .should be led 
to believe in the -ix)s«ibility of taking ad- 
vantage of carelessnws or bad niarks- 
niaaj:hip to make a dash upon Gihraltcr 
would receive such a rude shock to their 
rash coulidencc a.s would last tlicni for 
what the sailor calls "a full due." 

The splendid rocejjtion afforded to Sir 
George White and the positive affection 
with which ho is regarded by all classes 
here nu(ke it i'ii!!cult . to enlarge upon 
•what is undoi:btedly a very atnuig feel- 
ing in naval circles, viz., that Gibraltar 
should not be under a military governor 
at all. 

As a centre for military operations it 
is naught, im a naral depot it is Invalu- 
able. 

Therefore, naval men argue, what 
ocems a great show of reason, it sliould 
be nnder the control of an adnural, 
and the development of its uniciuc naval 
advanltages pressed on with all possiblo

Henry Norman's Description of 
the Petroleum Wells at 
Baku. 



Not Very ^different From What 
Is Seen on This 
Continent. 



I'^ote has thrown a good many strange 
Hi^lits in my way, but I think the oil 
wells at Baku ore as strange an any. Tlic 

mysterious procMses of nature, whether 
auiinal or vegetable— probably the for- 
mer— wliich iiroduce petroleum in the 
bowels of the earth, have taken place in 
an unusual degree under the eastern 
shore of the OauoaHi.an peuiiuiula, where 
the town of Baku has arisen— ami where, 
1 may incidentally add, this town ha.s in- 
erensed by 25 per cent, in fifteen months, 
where houBO 'rents have doubled in the 
same time, and where you may neo 
a Hiring of camels crossing a tramway 
line under an oleetrio light. This petro- 
leuin-'bearing land used to be leased by 
the Russian govormnent nt a nominal 
rental! now it is put tip as auqtion. A 
certain number of ponds (a poud is thir- 
t.v-t^ix pounds) of oil is mipposed to bo 
ayailahio for a certain area, ami the bid- 
ding iH by kopecks (say farthings) per 
poud of that number. Having acMiuired 
the land, the eoneessionairi' ijroowds to 
f^iuk his wells, h'ii-st he erecu^ the i)yra- 
iiiklal wooden structure, alioul seventy 
feet high, cailerl the "derrick," with u 
largo grooved wheel, like that over a col- 
liiT.y Hhaft. u« its ape.x. Ilu puts in an 
engine and a winding drum, and then 
the digging begiuH. 

It is of the lirst importance to have as 
wide a shaft as possible, hecaiuse the 
filler the shaft the greater the dimen- 
sions of tho "baler," or elongated bucket, 
in -^vliJch the oil is ultimately brought to 
tlie surface, and therefore the greater the 
.yield of oil per diom and the larger pro- 
lit, llierefore nowadays tlio lirat tubitj 
of wrought iron of which the well con- 
sists may he us wide as twenty-eight or 
thirty inches. A kind of huge spade, 
weighing perhaps half n ton, is suspeud- 
eil from a beam, which balanccfl like the 
biam of ii beam engine. This Hjiade in 
li.xed to its shaft by a .sort of bavonet 
(?atch, ami ^vhen the beam lifts the whole 
apparatus, a man utaniling over the well 
gives it a imlf turn, and the spade falls 
two feet, striking the ground a heavy 
blow, the beam nllow.s the eliaft to fall 
upon it, pick it up, and rafee it ag.aiii; 
the man givw another half turn, the 
spade fall.s again, and so on for hours, 
with eilniordinar.v rapidity, the spade 
falling perhaps thirty times n minute. 
This is known as the "free fall" syt>tein, 
liom the German Preifall After a while 
tli(! earth ia extracted by means of a 
colossal shell auger, and the iron tube i.s 
lowered into place. 

The spades are of all shapen and sizes, 
and so I'.-ir all is phiin sailing. But by and 
by accidoiun happeii. Spades break, "tubes 
collapse under the enormous prensure nc- 
ce«jary to force them into place, steel 
roja-s and chains give way, and precipi- 
t.ite the whole apparatiLs into the well, 
or the apparatus gets twiiited or broken 
and jams fa^t perhaps 1,000 feet below 
the riurface. Or perhaps even a wrench 
or a heavy boll falls into the well— quite 
enough to prevent the "free fall" from 
working. Then the fun begins— not that 
the well owner regardH it ii« fun at all. 
lint tho business of j)icking up thet-.e 
things .seems to me an intoxicating task. 
Kenieniber that your aecidoiit has hap- 
pened perbaiis 1,500 feet umlergroiuul, in 
a tube perhiuiM a foot in diameter, per- 
haps only six iuchcfi, for, as the well gow 
deeper, ita diauu-ler decreases. You (h) 
not know what tho accident ie-r-you only 
know that something, perhaps every- 
thing, has gone to smash down there. Or 
you may know that you have a ton of 
broken, twisted iron jammed tight in the 
narrow iron tube, with n quarter of 11 
mile of wire rope or chain piled up pell- 
mell on the top of it. Your business is 
to get it all out— and the oil borer does 
get it all out. 

In his workshop nre laid side by side 
scores of surgical instruments— tweezers, 
pincers, forcei)«, probtn, snares, ecraseuiv. 
e.\|)aniliiig things wliieh grasp a tiihe by 
the inside, revolving knives, which cut a 
tlirw-uich iron bar or a twelve-inch tube, 
eccentric hooks, which put straight ;iiiy- 
thing lying on its side, ho that the pincers 
cii! .seize it, and in fact a replica of every 
ghuhtly iiuplemoiit of modem surgery 
that I know, except a spe<;ulum. There 
is thi.'i little dilTerence, however, tltjv,^ 
each of these instriinienls weighn a quar- 
ter of a ton or more, thjit a whole day in 
not too iinicli ill wliich to lower it, let 
it do it« worl;, or tail to do it, and hoist 
it up a.'.'iiio, and that the oi'l-«urgeon has 
nothing wliat(!ver to guide him except 
tho light of pure inventive genius auil the 
waggle in his hand or a wire rope, -which 
has half a ton dangling from it a quarter 
of a mile below. •The reader should not 
now be surprised •\vihen I add that in a 
moment something drops into the well, 
and .that it sometimes tukce the most 
skilful en'ginoer s\x months to pick it up. 
I Jooked with profound respect upon tho 
man w'lio accomplishes such things. He 
happened to. bo n Cnucasian prince, but 
that bad nothing to do with my adinir- 
ntion. Never in my life have I seen any- 
thing v.'hich demauded siich infinite pa- 
tience. 

did reward. The oil stratum is reached, 
be rolls affectionately in his hand the 
slimy fsand that the digger brings up— ho 
is .sure there i« oil! So to tho wire rope 
a hollow cylinder, twenty to thirtj- feet 
long and an inch or two lens in diameter 
than the lowest tubew, with a plunge- 
valve nt the 'bottom, is attached, and 
cautiously lowered. It comes back by 
and by, tlie valve is pushed open as it ia 
gently lowered npnii a board, and out 
pours a (luarter of a ton of Band, slime, 
water— and the precious oil. At last it 
is only oU, and tlien tho well runs night 
and day till it runs dry.

It takes on an nvorngo fifteen months 
to iMk a well, and may cont five or six 
tiiousand pounds. The tubtv* alone for a 
wi'll 12,000 feet deep cost £3,000. But 
perlwiiLs It will j^'ivv you ."iOO tonM of oil 
a (l:iy. The average life of a well nuiy be 
s;ii(l to be tbri« yeara, but of cnurse it is 
often vastly more. There iri, it lUUKt be 
aiUled, the liorriil chance — rare herea- 
liout.s — that after all your borinj^ you may 
lind notliini;. Three niile.s from hen? a 
Kus.sian well owner sank n well l.!)9r> ft. 
and failed to get a trace of oil. Hut on 
tbi' other hand — and this irj where the 
Kiiinbler'.s excitement comes in — you may 
have the delirious joy of gettinj; a "foun- 
tain," and then hatw are thrown tip and 
dividends mount skyward. A "foun- 
tain" ifl an artesian well of oil which 
bursts npivard with incredible force, 
and glres you as much oil in a minnte at; 
you could pump in ttrenty-four hours of 
labor and eacpense. Perhaps it blows the 
huge baler through the derrick roof and 
into somebody olse's boiler house, knocks 
tho'derrick into spliuters, hurls the great 
stones like cannon luills, buries the nui- 
chinorj- in sand and slime and oil, and 
iloods the reservoir and roads — nitchevo, 
tho more the better, it is coming gold for 
the lucky owners. 

The Russian Petroleum Company had 
a "fountain" once .vhich gnve 40,000.000 
pond.s of oil in two montb.i. The world 
went very well then. Curiously enough, 
a "fountain" made its welcome appear- 
ance on tho same property the very (lay 1 
went to say good-bye to Mr. Tweedy, its 
managing director in London, whom by 
good luck I found at Baku, and he had of 
c()ur.';o rushed off to see it. This Ih a 
good opportunity for me to Bay how uuieh 
1 am indebted to Air. TSvcedy for the op- 
portunities of studying and understand- 
ing the bu.sinc«s of oil getting. His 
knowledge of tho subject is minute and 
profound, and he has rendered great .ser- 
vices to the ■ successful investment of 
British capital at Baku, and after what 
I have -written, it js perhaps hardly nec- 



essary to add that his enthusiasm is con- 
tagious. 

Such is, in hastiy outline, the business 
of oil getting on its laochanical side. Im- 
agine a couple of thousand of these black 
(lerriuks crowed j^oget her with a network 
(if canals, reservoii-H, dug in tho ground 
11 nd pipcfi innumerable just laid about, 
one iibi)v<> the other, exactly as they hap- 
pened to lie most oonvenientlj' — the 
pipes which carry olT tlio oil to the riYier- 
voir« at a little distance, the wholit place 
reeking, smoking, steaming, and humm- 
ing, and you luiow what Balakhani looks 
like, and why it looked so strange to me 
when I drove through it. at night.

It was decided that the JaDancse were to 
lead the advance, the Uu.Hslaiis to havt< 
second place, the Amerlcuus were to follow 
and the British to brim: ud tlie rear. The 
French remained at Yaim-tsuu. The order 
of march wua said to be eutlrelr void of 
political slgulflcance. and those who can see 
noue mayso tesaird It but nevertUelesa the 
uec-essltr which lead to the ueouUar selec- 
Uon of the particular order of march was 
felt to be a great misfortune by many. 
The Japauese started curly: thej- are auJcK 
marohers; their transuort ia light. The 
conseduencc was that a looK aad Increas- 
ing distance seoarated them from the slow- 
marching Uussians. with their heavy and 
lumbering transports, on this, as on every 
succeeding day's march. Although the 
llusslaus marched with Indescribable slow- 
ness slouchlnc alone us thouirh halt aalcen 
they were coustuutly halted. Thtdr aver- 
age paue thus hardly exceeded a mile an 
hour The lijtad of the American column 
was frequently blocked. The Uussians al- 
ways halted at a vlUase where there was 
shade, as often as not comDelllng the head 
of the American column to halt on the hot 
and Bandy roads runulu;r through the loni; 
lU'lds of maize. This, to some extent, may 
have acoouiiteil for the treat nuaiber of 
caBuallles from the sun suffered by the 
Aaierlcau troops and for the very slow 
progress made, which coniDelled both the 
Americans and Uritlsh to do the best nart 
of the uiari-h In the hottest hours of the 
(lav. In rldhiiT past all the,totce8 la turn. 
It was unpossibie not to 1)B strack by the 
evidences of the superior oreanlzatlon of 
the Japanese. "A place for everythlnir and 
everything in Its olaci"." Ammunition 
trains, ambulance carta, haciraiie wairoas. 
all handy, serviceable, llirht. and neatly 
packed: no overloading, no confusion, no 
noise. In mobility their army certainly out- 
shouo the rest of the; allies. As reirards 
their marching powers no fair comuarlBon 
(•ould be made, exceot between them and 
the Uussians. They certainly march twice 
as fast as the Uus.?luns. and without dis- 
tress. The Japanese couiu start at their 
own time and choose their own stouolnu 
places, BO It would not be fair to comnare 
their marching with that of the .\merlcans 
and British, who were hamuered by what 
WHS ROlng on In front. The Americans 
seemed to suffer most from the sun. hut 
they marched fast when they cot a ciinnco 
In the cool, and althouch the men fell out 
a L'reat deal durlni; the h nit of the dav. 
they soon pnlleil themselves together airaln 
and followed on. As retards the lirltlsh 
marching. It made the best annearance of 
an.v. The Indiana troons fell out a cood 
deal on one or two of the hottest days, but 
the regiments marched with a flue swing 
and carried a certain oroud air. even when 
very exhausted. In this rcsuect there was 
a very marked difference from the Uiiss- 
lan.s, who literally slouched alone. Stronir. 
siilcndld men. they were, however, all 
stoutly built, deep-cliested and broail-slu.iil- 
dere<l. In point of view of oliyBlcal devi'lon- 
nient the best men on the road, but slow 
and sluggish. Just raw. Kood-humured vokels 
plodding on pntleutLv. The French did not 
show up well on the march. The particu- 
lar troops which started were not fit .for 
the fatigue, having lust come from Tong- 
klng. and helm: In very poor conilltlon from 
fever and other effects of that oUniate 

In a comparison of the uniforms worn by 
the various forces, the treat suni'rlnrltv of 
that worn by the British was very evident. 
'I he Japanese white — all their troops were 
drossed In whlti- — was visible, actresslvelv 
visible for miles, when khaki could hardly 
be seen. It Is the one ginrlne fault In their 
organization, and they should make haste 
to cliauge It. The Uussians also wear 
wliJte, but. their uniforms not beliiL' so 
clean as those of the Jaoauese. In fact. In-- 
Ing always very dirty, the dlsadvautati- of 
It was not nulte so annarent. The .\meri- 
cans have khaki, but they seldom wore the 
coat. Without It they aonear In a blue 
shirt aud khaki trousers, a smart looklnir. 
servtceable rit. but not nearly so liivlsllilc 
as all kliakl. The French wore blue, imt a 
dark shade, nnil not a cood color, at aiiv 
rate In this country. In this country, and. 
I believe. In any other, khaki Is the best 
color for a soldier's uniform, as the Invlsl- 
blllty of thi! Itrltlsh must have demonstrat- 
ed to all observers.

"There v.-as a time and that was pre- 
vious to February, 1806, when all the 
ore mined in Kootenay had to be sent 
out of the country for treatment, and 
this cost from $17 to $30 per ton, to say 
nothing; of the import tax Jeyied by the 
United States on silver-lead ores. Now 
only a small portion of the ores are sent 
to the United States. Tlio rot^ult is that 
tho money which formerly went to smelt- 
ers and railway companies in the United 
States, remains at home, and is paid to 
our -workers in tlie KmeltcrH and to Cana- 
dian coke producers for coke, or forms a 
portion of tlio additional jjrolits of the 
mine owner." 

There is, however, one little inaccur- 
acy in this paragraph, while the Am- 
erican railways are not employed in the 
transportiition of Britiwh Columbia ores, 
the matte from Trail and N'orthport 
.smelters is still carried over those lines 
to United States refineries, and there- 
lore, of course, the American railways 
still nuike some, though not t*> large a 
profit out. of the West Kootenay miner. 
If we want to keep all the profit ut home, 
vrc must build renneries of our own, and 
some .'little time must elapse before the 
conditions warrant this.

disposal of the director of the choir a 
certain number ot soprano and ulto voices 
of superior training and of more general 
utility than can be usually fouud among 
Canadian boys, but the result had not 
been found altogelJier satisfactory. There 
was considered to he by those accus- 
tomed to the dignity and orderliness of 
the cathedral services in England, some- 
thing decidedly incongruous about the 
display i" the chancel among the vested 
choristers of the gay millinery and dress- 
es of the lady singers. And in addition

It was precisely similar reasons which 
had led to the adoption of vested mixed 
choirs in Great Britain and the colonics 
and ill a great many more of the Episco- 
pal churches of the United States. Mel- 
bcurne (Australia) Cathedral was the 
hrst .Austi-aliau cathedral to surplice lady 
choirstei-s, but has been followed by oth- 
ers, and by many parish churches. \ art- 
choristers, but has heen followed by oth- 
er colonies have mixed vested choirs as 
long ago as 1S3U. Syracuse Cathedral 
was the flrnt Episcopal cathedral in the 
United States to liave surphced lady 
choristeiv, and the example has been 
followed iu a great many cases. 

Since Christ Church Cathedral sur- 
pliced its lady choristers the example 
has been followed by a number ot church- 
es in Canada, including the Church of St. 
.lames the Apostle, iu this city and Christ 
church in Vancouver. Two churches 
in Toronto, one each in Ottawa and Lan- 
caster, also have vested mixed choirs, 
and the result has been found .satisfac- 
tory, permitting of more fiinished musi- 
cal serviceti and doing away with various 
dilUcuIties experienced -svith hoys choirs 
in Canada and other countries, where llie 
bovs liave not the advantage tliey have in 
England, and where, moreover, bo.vs 
voices change soon after their owners 
become really useful singers, 'nie Rev. 
llaweis's church in London, and

Further cause of complaint, tho girls 
insist, is Mr. Thatcher's neglect of their 
family names, with tlie usual polite prefix 
iu favor of "You there," "Ah, there, now 
you in the third seat,^' or the simpler and 
more startling "You."

So these kings did "any old 
thing," they pleased.

"We, the undersigned members of your 
class ill mediaeval history, do hereby ex 
press our disapproval and dislike of your 
excessive use ot slang in your lecturofi.
